Weeks has said time afid time , 
again that accountability is the 
big word iti the #ehool business, 
and the Biba City Schools met’ 
accountability requirements 
head on for 2005-06. 

The status report for 2004-05 
at Elba Elementary School 
showed the school met 11 goals 
out of 17 (64.71 percent). The 
status report for the 2005-06 
school terms shows Elba 
Elementary met 17 of 17 goals 
(100 percent). 

For testing the goal was 95 
percent and the school had a 
100 percent participation. 

The attendance goal for 
2004-05 was 95 percent and the 
school received 96 percent for 
all students. 

The news for Elba High 
School also was good. 

The 2004-05 report found 
Elba High meeting nine goals 
out of 13 (69.23 percent), but 
the 2005-06 report showed the 
school meeting 16 of 17 goals 
(94.12 percent). 

The high school also exceed- 
ed the goals for testing partici- 


pation. 

With the Alabama Reading 
and Mathematics — testing, 
Weeks said there are four 
achievement levels; Level 1 
(does not meet standards); 


_ Level 2 (partially meets stan- 


dards; Level 3 (meets. stan- 
dards; and Level 4 (exceeds 


)s 
‘superintendent ‘said. he 
was extremely pleased with 
these test scores. 

“With our new reading pro- 
gram, I believe things are only 
going to get better,” he said. 

In regards to the reading test, 
third grade had 81 percent of 
students either meeting or 
exceeding the standards; fourth 
grade had 90 percent meeting or 
exceeded standards; fifth grade 
had 71 percent meeting or 
exceeding standards; sixth 
grade had 88 percent meeting or 
exceeding; seventh grade had 
82 percent meeting or exceed- 
ing and eighth grade had 83 
percent meeting or exceeding. 

Weeks was also impressed 
with the math scores. 

Third grade had 73 percent 
meeting or exceeding stan- 
dards; fourth grade had 75 per- 
cent meeting or exceeding; fifth 
grade had 76 percent meeting or 
exceeding; sixth grade had 73 
percent meeting or exceeding;

Sad,but it has happened before and 
will undoubtedly happen again, but hopefully not soon. 


The Alabama Legislature was very successful in the recently 
completed special session. All the lawmakers went home from 
Montgomery justifiably proud of their work.

It was recently learned than 
Department of 
Veterans Affairs (VA) experi- 
enced an unforeseen funding 
shortage for the current year 
that amounted to a considerable 
$1.5 billion. According to the 
VA, the budget shortfall was 
partly due to several. factors 
including an increasing veter- 
ans population returning from 
Iraq and Afghanistan as well as 
an unanticipated demand for 
veterans’ health care, Congress 
has quickly responded to pro- 
vide the needed funds. 

Even before the shortfall was 
addressed, this has been an 
active year as the U.S, House 
has already passed major new 
funding for the VA. On May 
26th; the House passed the 
Fiscal Year 2006° Military 
Quality of Life and Veterans 
Affairs Appropriations Act (HR 
2528). This spending measure 
builds on a-decade-long trend 
of substantial gains in veterans’ 
benefits and funding. It. pro- 
vides a total of $68.1 billion to 
the VA-- an increase of 77 per- 
cent since 1995.

due in large part, to weaknesses 
in the processes used by the VA 
to forecast healthcare demand 
and formulate budgets. 

In an effort to explore the full 
impact of this budget shortfall, 
the House VA Committee 
called for a second hearing on 
June 30th, during which 
Secretary of the VA Jim 
Nicholson, testified before the 
committee that the VA would 
need $975 million in additional 
funds to correct the shortfall in 
veterans’ healthcare funding for 
the current year, In an immedi- 
ate response, the House unani- 
mously passed the Veterans’ 
Healthcare Supplemental 
Appropriations Act (HR 3130) 
that same day. This measure 
provided the $975 million 
requested by the VA for veter- 
ans’ healthcare, which we ini- 
tially thought would solye this 
problem. 

However, shortly after pas- 
sage of HR 3130, the VA 
announced that the agency 
needed an additional $300 mil- 
lion on top of the $975 million 
it requested just days earlier. 
After assurances from VA offi- 
cials that the needs of veterans

tional resources, Congress 
included an additional $1,5 bil- 
lion for VA health care in the 
final version of the Interior and 
Environment Appropriations 
Act (HR 2361) which was 
signed into law by President 
Bush on August 2.

-— money you can, then put to 
good use to make the summer 
more fun and enjoyable.” 

Sullivan says there are many 
ways to prepare for the summer 
months that will reduce your 
energy usage and still ensure a 


cool and relaxing . summer. 
Some of them include: 


Household Preparation 


* Review your monthly elec- 
tric bill, Some electric compa- 
nies offer special rate plans for 
usage during off-peak hours in 
the summer. Check to see 
which plans are available in 
your area and are best-suited for 
your situation. 

* Don't install window unit 
air conditioners too early in the 
season, ‘If the weather turns 
colder suddenly, you may be 
forced to use heat, which may 
escape through a window air 
conditioner, wreaking havoc on 
your energy efficiency plan.

Check to see that your doors are 
propérly insulated, especially 
older sliding doors. If your 
home: is~ air-conditioned don’t 
forget to close all windows and 
doors when the air conditioner 
is running.

* Replace incandescent bulbs 


with fluorescent lights. Use 
incandescent lamps only. when 
necessary because they use 


more energy and generate more 
heat than fluorescent lights. 


Landscaping and Outdoor 
Areas 


* Conserve water! As sum- 


mer nears, many people bring 
out their water sprinklers and 
hoses to water their lawns -with- 
out considering ways to save 


water or energy. Where. possi- 
ble, use drip irrigation. If you 
must use a sprinkler system, 
install a timer and adjust regu- 
larly to ensure that you are using 
the least possible amounts of 
water to achieve your goals.. 

* Place thin: pool covers 
over indoor and outdoor pools 
to reduce evaporation and con- 
serve water, evén during the 
summer season. Unlike thicker 
mesh safety covers used during 
the off-season, these covers can 
easily be manually pulled. off 
and on, Many people use trans- 


parent bubble covers, or solar 
covers, because they are con- 
venient and manageable, 


Transportation and Gasoline 
Mileage 


* Check the air filters in your 
car and replace, if necessary. 
Cars will tun more efficiently if 
the filters are clean and brand 
new, 

* Inflate régularly!. Car tires 
should-be kept properly-inflated 
to ensure safety and longevity. 
Under-inflated tires will 
increase your car's fuel con- 
sumption, costing you more 
money. It only takes approxi- 
mately five minutes to check the 
air pressure in your car's tires — 
a small investment that will save 
money and may save lives! 

* When planning a summer 
road trip, avoid carrying items 
on the roof of your car, if possi- 
ble.

Hay fires cost farmers thousands of dollars

Guarding Against Hay Fires, 


Hay fires cost farmers thou- 
sands of dollars through lost 
revenues and replacement of 
buildings and feed. These losses 
can be: practically eliminated 
through proper harvesting and 
storage practices. Hay fires usu- 
ally occur within six weeks of 
baling, but they may occur in 
hay several years old. Fires can 
occur in.Joose hay, small bales, 
round bales, or stacks. They can 
occur in hay stored inside. or 
outside: 

Excessive moisture is the 
most common cause of fires. 
Freshly cut forage materials are 
not dead. Some respiration con- 
tinues, and a very small amount 
of heat’ is produced, This heat 
generated by respiration is prob- 
ably of little consequence 
except that it may: help provide 
proper conditions for growth of 
bacteria. As the moisture con- 
tent of the crop decreases during 
the curing process, respiration 
will slow and eventually cease, 

Forage crops are always con- 
taminated with countless 
microorganisms. These 
microorganisms are no problem 
when’ the hay is harvested and 
cured to the proper moisture 
content before baling and stor- 
age, After baling, however, a 
small supply of air and a favor- 
able moisture level cause the 
microorganisms to begin to feed 
and multiply, generating heat in 
the process, This heating contin- 
ues up to a temperature of 130 
to 140 degrees F, Atthis temper- 
ature the heat tends to kill the 
microorganisms, 

Depending on the exact con- 
ditions, the temperature may 
decrease slowly at this point as 
the microorganisms are killed, 
The hay may go through several 
similar heating cycles during the 
next weeks as the population of 
microorganisms increases and 
decreases, but the highest tem- 
perature will usually be lower 
each time. Eventually the tem- 
perature will stabilize near the 
ambient temperature. 

In a case like the one just 
described, no fire occurs 
although the hay may become 
very hot and damaged. if ther- 
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heat to raise the temperature as 


“high as 160 to 170 degrees F 


before bacterial activity ceases, 
The, thermophilic, bacteria, and 
the heat they generate convert 
the hay to a form similar to a 
carbon sponge with microscopic 
pores. In this form and at the 
high temperatures present “in 
heated hay, the material com- 
bines readily with oxygen. In 
the presence of air, the material 
can self-ignite very quickly. 

Hay fires can also result from 
causes other than spontaneous 
ignition. Some of these causes 
are lightning striking nearby 
trees or fences, arson, contact 
with electric fences, and sparks 
from cigarettes, welding, or 
nearby fires. 

To prévent hay fires, the hay 
crop should ‘be cured. to the 
proper moisture content before 
baling. Moisture content is a key 
factor in microbial activity and 
the resultant heating. The 
Alabama Cooperative Extension 
System recommends a range of 
15 to 18 percent moisture con- 
tent of the hay at time of baling. 

Weather conditions greatly 
influence the rate at which the 
crop dries. Ideal hay curing 
weather has less than 50 percent 
relative humidity and some 
wind. The moisture content of 
the hay will increase overnight 
when the air is humid, especial- 
ly if there is dew or fog. Weather 

forecasts should be monitored 
carefully. before hay making 
operations are scheduled. 

Conditioning equipment 
which crimps or abrades the 
crop stems is helpful because it 
speeds the drying . process. 
Using tedders or hay rakes to 
very gently fluff windrows may 
also speed the curing process, 
New hay, which is stacked in the 
field or placed in a barn, should 
be checked frequently for possi- 
ble heating. At first, the new hay 
should be checked in the morm- 
ing and the afternoon, If no 
signs of abnormal’ heating are 
found, the intervals may be 
lengthened. If the temperature 
reaches 130 degrees F, the hay 
should be moved to allow 
increased air circulation and 
cooling. 

Hay which is to be stored 
uncovered outdoors (in big 
round bales or stacks) should be 
formed into the tightest pack- 
ages possible to resist penetra- 


located so that air can circulate 
freely. The bales should be pro- 
tected from ground moisture, 
runoff, and precipitation. A bed 
of gravel, old tires, poles, or pal- 
lets will keep the bales off the 
ground, and plastic or other 
waterproof covers. A shed pre- 
cipitation. 

If hay is stored inside a barn, 
the roof must be weathertight, 
and plumbing must not leak. 
Likewise; the barn. must have 
adequate drainage’ so water will 
not enter the barn during storms. 
Hay, may be at the proper mois- 
ture content when baled and 
stored, but wetting from a leak 
can allow bacterial activity to 
increase and result ina fire. — 

You should use a probe and 
thermometer to . accurately 
determine. the temperature 
inside a stack of hay, Push or 
drive the probe into the stack, 
and lower the thermometer to 
the end of the probe on a light- 
weight wire. If the probe is hor- 
izontal, use a heavier wire to 
push the thermometer into the 
probe. After 10: to 15 minutes, 
retrieve the thermometer and 
read the temperature. 

Another way to check the 
temperature is to push or drive a 
3/8 to 1/2 inch diameter metal 
rod into the hay. and leave it 10 
to 15 minutes. Then pull the rod 
out and test its temperature with 
your bare hand. If you can hold 
the probe comfortably in your 
hand, the temperature is below 
130 degrees F. If you cannot 


hold the probe comfortably in 


your hand (it’s too hot), then the 
temperature is above 160 
degrees F, and a fire is imminent 
or nearby. 


If you detect temperatures. 


above 175 degrees F, a fire is 


imminent or one is nearby, If 
you see or smell smoke, a fire-is 
definitely: present. In any of 
these casés, call the fire depart- 
ment immediately, 

Do not move any of the hay. 
This would expose the overheat- 
ed or smoldering hay to oxygen 
and may result in a fire raging 
out of control, 

The proper procedure for con- 
trolling a hay fire is as follows: 

1. Knock down any visible 
flames, Use a straight tip hose 
nozzle for deeper penetration. 

2. Probe for hot spots, Inject 
water through the probe to cool 
the material and raise it to.a 
moisture content that prevents 
burning, 

3. Move. the*hay to a safe 
location. When you think that 
the hot spots have. been -suffi- 
ciently cooled, begin removing 
the hay from the barn or stack. 
Keep a charged hose ready and a 
person standing by to quickly 
control any blazes that may 
result from= missed or insuffi- 
ciently cooled hot spots. 

Move hay which has been 
damaged by heat, smoke, or 
water to a ‘safe location for dis- 
posal, Use damaged hay as 


mulch for crosion control on 
slopes and in gullies, If you are 
uncertain whether heat has dam- 
aged hay too much for feeding, 
have a. sample tested at your 
local County Extension Office

The Alabama High School 
Athletic Association and the 
National Federation of State 
High School Associations 
(NFHS) are taking a proactive 
role toward steroid awareness 
with a newly-developed “Make 
the Right Choice” campaign, a 
multimedia _ package of 
brochures, posters and a DVD 
that is being furnished to. all 
schools to help educate admin- 
istrators, athletic directors, 
coaches, parents and students 
on steroid abuse, 

Two 10-minute videos 
specifically geared .toward 
coaches/students and parents 
are featured on the DVD. The 
video. highlights include inter- 
views with Indianapolis Colts 
head coach Tony Dungy and 
Kansas City Chiefs quarterback 
Trent Green, 

Lori Lewis shares with par- 
ents how she courageously 
blew. the whistle on her son and 
fellow teammates after finding 
anabolic steroids in her son’s 
room. Don Hooton tells the 
story of his son Taylor, who 
tragically took his own life 
after suffering from depression 
following steroid abuse. Ric 
Dye, a former high school, col- 
lege and semi-professional 
football player, shares his story 
of side effects resulting from 
long-term steroid abuse. 

The brochures and posters 
also present medical informa- 
tion about steroids, including 
quick facts and side effects. 
The parents’ brochure includes 
measures regarding how to 
deter steroid use, 

“We are pleased to partner 
with the NFHS on this project,” 
said AHSAA Executive 


Director Dan | Washburn, 
“Unfortunately, more and more 
young people — erroneously 
believe that they can gain a 
competitive edge by taking 
steroids, But as we see so many 
times, the dangerous effects of 
steroid use are depriving young 
people of enjoying long and 
prosperous lives. 

“We want all our member 
schools, including the middle 
and junior highs, to use this 
material with their students and 
their parents,” he added. “We 
are asking the principals to. con- 
tact this office Once those meet- 
ings have been held.” 

The NFHS Board of 
Directors, at its July in San 
Antonio, approved a revised 
policy statement on steroids.

“The NFHS, the national 
service organization to all 50 
state high school athletic and 
activity associations as well as 
the District of. Columbia, 
strongly opposes the abuse of 
anabolic steroids and other per- 
formance-enhancing sub- 
stances by high school student- 
athletes, Such use violates 
legal, ethical and competitive 
equity standards and imposes 
unreasonable long-term health 
risks. 

“The NFHS supports: prohi- 
bitions by educational institu- 
tions, amateur and professional 
organizations and governmen- 
tal regulators on the use of ana- 
bolic steroids and other con- 
trolled substances, except as 
specifically prescribed by 
physicians for therapeutic pur- 
poses.”

New rules adopted for prep football season 


Effective with the 2005 high 
school football season, a team 
will be limited to one forward 
pass during a down. Previously, 
a team could throw more than 
one forward pass during a down 
as long as the passes were 
thrown from in or behind the 
neutral zone. 

This was one of 13 rules 
changes approved by the NFHS 
Football Rules Committee at its 
last meeting. The rules subse- 
quently were approved by the 
NFHS Board of Directors. The 
NFHS Football. Rules 
Committee is composed of one 
voting member -from each 
NFHS state high schoo) associa- 
tion that uses NFHS football 
rules as well as representatives 
of. the NFHS Coaches 
Association and NFHS Officials 
Association, 

“The throwing of multiple 
passes in a down in high school 
football is not a very common 
occurrence,” said Jerry Diehl, 
NFHS assistant director. 
“Because teams don’t see it that 
often, confusion has existed 
regarding the second pass. 

“Since teams rarely use this 
option, the committee  deter- 
mined it would be best not.to 
allow more than one forward 
pass in an effort to reduce con- 
fusion regarding. when pass 
interference rules are in effect 
for either team. This change 
should assist the offense, the 
defense and the game officials 
in determining when pass eligi- 
bility rules apply.” 

Two changes were made. in 
Rule 1-5 (player equipment) 
with risk management in mind. 
Beginning with the 2006: sea- 
son, all helmets shall be secured 
with a four-snap chin strap, and 
a colored tooth protector (not 
clear or white) will be required. 

Diehl said that in a survey of 
helmet manufacturers, it was 
determined that new helmets are 


being produced with the four- 
snap chin strap. The four-snap * 
chin strap will increase the pos- 
sibility of the helmet staying in 
place during game action more 
than the traditional two-snap 
chin strap. 

“The NFHS Sports Medicine 
Advisory Committee recom- 
mended that a colored tooth pro- 
tector be required,” Diehl said, 
“The official’s responsibility is 
more easily completed with the 
use of a colored product. There 
is no additional cost for a col- 
ored tooth protector,” 

Two changes were approved 
to help officials better determine 
the 11 legal offensive players in 
the game, The first change will 
require a mark 12inches. in 
length, 4 inches in width and 9 
yards from each sideline to be 
located on each 10-yard line. 
The other change will require all 
offensive players to be, momen- 
tarily, between the 9-yard marks 
after the ready for play and prior 
to the snap, and adhere to all 
other pre-snap requirements. 
The 9-yard markings are not 
required on fields that are visi- 
bly numbered. 

“The Football Rules 
Committee has considered vari- 
ous issues over the past few 
years to address substitutions 
and the balance between offense 
and — defense,”»-said_ Brad 
Cashman, chairman of the 
Committee from Pennsylvania. 
“Teams were reportedly return- 
ing to previous practices of hid- 
ing players near the sideline as 
well-as attempting to deceive 
the opponents with various sub- 
stitution abnormalities. 

“The previous rule requiring 
each offensive player to be 
within 15 yards of the ball was 
inconsistently applied since it 
contained no easily verifiable, 
fixed reference point for offi- 
cials to administer,”

In Rule 3, the substitution rule 
was changed to make the entry 
of a substitute during the down a 
foul for illegal participation 
rather than illegal substitution. 

Rule 3-7 was amended to 
require all players, replaced 
players and substitutes to leave 
the field on the side of their 
team box, and that replaced 
players or substitutes go directly 
to their team box. 

Rule 9-6. was amended to 
classify the entry of a player, 
replaced player or substitute as 
illegal participation if such hap- 
pens during the down, and to 
clearly state the penalty for ille- 
gal participation. 

In addition to the one forward 
pass restriction, two. other 
changes were approved in Rule 
7-5 dealing with forward passes. 
Hindering an opponent’s vision 
without making an attempt to 
catch, intercept or bat the ball is 
pass interference, even though 
no contact was~ made. This 
change provides rules support 

for what has been interpreted as 
a foul. In addition, contact by a 
defender obviously away from 
the direction of the pass is not 
considered pass interference. 

“This addition to'the forward- 
pass classification clarifies that 
contact away from the direction 
of the pass would not constitute 
forward-pass. interference,” 
Diehl said; “This change does 
not remove the réstrictions on 
illegal use of the hands, holding 
or a personal foul that is com- 
mitted during any play.” 

Beginning with the 2008 sea- 
son, hand pads must meet. the 
same standard as gloves con- 
cerning the level of tackiness.

Preserve fish 
properly for good 
eating 


Cleaning fish is considered the unpleasant chore that lies between 
the two pleasurable experiences of catching and eating fish, I can 
remember when the most popular way of keeping fist-altve wal) On 
accord or metal fish stringer. Fhe cord type was used for panfish and 
the chain type was for larger fish. 

Probably the best of the inexpensive methods of retaining live 
fish today is the collapsible metal fish basket. Fish will remain alive 
much longer in a wire basket or a boat live well. No mater how you 
store them, the objective is to keep them alive until you can clean 
them. 

Fresh fish may be preserved to eat later by either freezing, can- 
ning; smoking pickling or drying. Freezing is by far the most pop- 
ular method. Freeze only good quality fresh caught fish because of 
all the meats, fish tend to spoil the fastest. Fish began spoiling 
because of the bacteria on the surface of every fish. The bacteria 
will began to rapidly multiply on a dead fish that is held in relative 
warm water. 

Three elements are required to properly freeze a fish. Careful 
handling of the fish after they are caught, proper wrapping material 
to prevent freezer burn, and a freezer that will maintain a tempera- 
ture of 0 degrees Fahrenheit. Fish should be immediately cleaned 
and prepared for freezing just like they were going to be cooked. 
Larger fish can be cut into steaks. This is a cut across the backbone 
at about one-inch intervals. Fillets are boneless portions cut length- 
wise away from thé ribs. Small fish, such as bluegills, can be frozen 
whole. 

Fish should be wrapped in heavy aluminum foil or heavy-duty 
freezer bags, When freezing several fish together, place them in the 
same package With separate-layer of packaging material between 
each fish. Glazing the fish before freezing will reduce drip loss and 
make the fish taste better. 

The easiest way to glaze fish is to place the fish in a container and 
cover the fish with water and freeze it.. The fish is frozen in a small 
block of ice that can be thawed out in the refrigerator. Another way 

to glaze a fish for the freezer is to place the fish in a shallow baking 
pan and put the fish in the freezer. As soon as the fish is frozen, take 
the fish and dip it in near freezing water and immediately put it back 
in the freezer. Repeat this process until the fish is covered with a 
uniform covering of ice, then place it in a freezer bag, label it and 
freeze. 

Fish can be stored on ice out on the boat or when bank fishing, 
but it improves the taste if they are gutted as soon as possible. I’ve 
known more than a few fishermen who. skimped on the ice and 
remained on a honey hole because the fish were biting only to loose 
fish to spoilage. Ice is cheap-take an extra bag,
